Applicant raises a new argument which is not persuasive. 

Specifically, applicant argues that Dalai teaches a selector entity which Is fixed in a mobile station, whereas applicant's invention uses a 
selector entity which apparently does not have such a limitation. However, such a distinction between applicant's invention and the 
teachings of Dalai is not evident in applicant's pending independent claims 7, 10, 17, 51, 55 and 56. Thus, applicant's argument is not 
persuasive. Further, applicant argues "the methodology claimed by Applicant to effect a handoff from one base station to another is not 
disclosed or suggested by Dalai. However, such handoff is taught by Dalai (e.g., see paragraphs 0029-0031). Thus, applicant's 
argument is not persuasive. 
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
